dore Roosevelt paid his respects by name to 
Senator Lorimer of Iumois and former Gov. 
Haskell of Oklahoma tonight. He denounced 
both as “unfit to hold public office.” Their 
election, he said, was a disgrace to the com- 
munities which elected them. 

The denunciation was made in the course 
of Col. Roosevelt’e address to an audience 
which crowded the opera house and left hun- 
dreds standing outside, Turning to the du- 
ties which the citizens of New Mexico must 
take up when the territory becomes a state, 
Col. Roosevelt warned his hearers that while 
good laws are necessary good citizenship 
must back them up. He said that-unfit men 
had been elected to office both by popular and 
representative vote. 

Such a man remained unfit for office, he 
said, whether he is unfit, as Mr. Lorimer 
is unfit, who was elected by the legislature 
of Illinois, or as Mr. Haskell is unfit, who was 
elected by popular vote.“ 

The colonel recommended a drastic corrupt 
practices law for New Mexico when it be- 
comes a state. He also declared for direct 
election of United States senators. 


Urbana-Champaign Pastors Act. 

Champaign, III., March 15.—[Special. }—The 
Twin Cities Ministerial association, which 
includes the Protestant pastors of Urbana 
and Champaign, has gone on record as op- 
posed to Lorimerism.

SUITS ORDERED HELD UP. 


Judge Cooper Will Decide on Answer 
to Request on March 23. 


Counsel for the Thompson Reid and Collins 
Bros. ice cream companies started a suit yes- 
terday in the Superior court attacking the 
validity of section 1,160 of the revised munici- 
pal code and asking that the city be re- 
strained from prosecuting the four suits 
brought against the companies in the Mu- 
nicipal court. The latter request is based on 
the claim that the city council did not have 
the power to pase the ordinance. 

Judge Cooper deferred his ruling on the in- 
junction until March 23 and ruled that the 
suits pending in the Municipal court be com- 
tinued until the injunction matter shall have 
been settled. 

Section 1,160 of the municipal code reads as 
follows: 

Any person or corporation, oT amy agent 
or employé thereof, who shal] keep for sale, 
or offer for sale-or-€xehange, oh shall sell or 
dellver, or expose for sale any drugs not 
conforming to the rules and standards of the 
United States pharmacopcela, or any water, 
or liquids, or food which shall be impure, un- 
‘wholesome, adulterated, or to which any 
harmful or injurious foreign substance has 
been added, shall be fined not less than $5 
nor more than 5100 for each offense, and for 
each subsequent offense not less than $50 
nor more than 200.“

There is no truth, however, in the story 
that the binch was stolen by Lord Rose- 
bery while at Eton. At any rate there was 
no necessity for his stealing it, since birches 
can be had for the asking by Etoniane when 
leaving the college for good and few boys 
quit the school without carrying away one 
as a Memento.

Flogging in Europe has been abolished by 
law in educational! establishments frequented 
by children of the middle and lower classes, 
as well ae in those of a national, municipal, 
and charitable character. 

The arietocracy and upper classes in Great 
Britain, however, always have refused to 
take advantage of this legal emancipation of 
their sone the rod. Their attitude om 
the subject is mainly attributable to the con- 
gervative metincte which are ingrained in 
every Englishman of good birth, ‘whether 
Whig or Tory, and which make them averse 
to new forms or changes ot a nonpolitical 
character. It te due also to a desite on the 
part of the leds themselves, who are, of 
course, the principal parties concerned, to 
avoid being associated In any way with the 
common herd of boya, even when this asso- 
ciation woulé involve exemption from flog- 
ging. 0

With regard to the block now used at 
Eten, tt le a comparatively modern affair. 
But among the relics preserved in the mu- 
seum at Eton is the old whipping block, which 
camo into use in 1773, when the one employed 
until then was destroyed. It bears several 
Gstinguished names, including that of Ar- 
thur Wellesley, afterward Duke of Welling- 
ton, and was lost for a number of years, hav- 


serve as a trophy to the Eton Block club, a 
elub of Ettoniane who had all been flogged 
more than ten times, and it is said that this

Spot tomatoes are reported to have a slight- 
ly easier tone, 80c factory being possible for 
Maryland standard No. 4, it is said, as against 
2% last week, when the market closed 
fairly strong.
